An event of no little consequence in 
the world of letters is the appearance, 
t simultaneously, of a new work 
by William Dean Howells and another 
by Henry James. The publication of 
a novel by either Howells or James 
always creates stir in the Lterary 
world. The same time honored argu- 
ments for and against are heard, after 
which the public is expected to return 
to a state of tranquility during which 
the writer may produce another en 
accord to his respective conception 
of art. Where is no reason—absolutely 
none—why the names of these two 
men, so Vastly different, should be 
coupled together. There may seem ho 
reason why their latest books should 
be noticed in one critique, since other 
works that appear at the same time 
are not so treated. And still, despite 
the differences between Mr. Howells 
and Mr. James, there seems some little 
justification for reviewing under a 
common head “The Son of Royal 
Langbrith” and “The Golden Bowl.” A 
new work by Mrs. Humphry Ward. 
Hall Caine, or Marie Corelli may send 
a thrill through the heart of the lovers 
of melodramatic literature (with em- 
phasis on the melodramatic.) A work 
by Bernard Shaw, Maurice Materlinck, 
or George Meredith may stimulate the 
enthusiasm of the followers of those 
writers. But between the two ex- 
tremes, the masses who rave over Cor.

AFTER GOLDIN AFRICA. 


Experience of an American Engineer 
in Installing a Dredging 
Plant. 


{New York Tribune:] James H. 
Hart of San Francisco, who arrived 
from Southampton on the American 
liner Philadelphia, is returning home 
after a year spent in the Gold Coast 
colony of West Africa. Mr. Hart is a 
gold-dredging engineer, and he went to 
the “Dark Continent” to install an 
American dredging plant for an Eng- 
lish corporation. Seen at the Grand Ho- 
tel, Mr. Hart said: “I left San Fran- 
cisco at the .beginning of July, last 
year, and reached the port of Accra, on 
the African coast, two months later. 
The machinery I was to put into com- 
miteion went by way of New Orleans, 

it was trans-shipped to Liver- 
pool, and again at that port to the 
Gold Coast Colony. Accra, which is the 
capital of the colony, has a population 
of about 5000, principally natives. Its 
approach from the sea is exceedingty 
hazardous. Ocean-going vessels must 
anchor more than a mile from shore, 
and passengers are paddled ashore by 
natives in surf boats. Cargo must also 
be lightered ashore. The surf boats 
are frequently foundered and lost. Our 
machinery, weighing 150 tons, was des- 
tined for a point seventy-five miles in 
the interior, and, as neither horses nor 
cattle can live in that climate, every- 
thing had to be moved by native hand 
labor. About a dozen sections of the 
machinery weighed 1500 pounds each, 
and to transport these it was necessary 
to improvise hand carriers or carts, 
and these were each drawn by thirty 
native Akim boys. Smalier parts of the 
Machinery were carried by the natives 
every foot of the seventy-five miles, 
and always on their heads. Sixty-five 
te 100 pounds is the average load for 
each, but there were some of the Haus- 
ers, or Arabs, from the fnterior, who 
carried as much as 265 pounds. The 
country is level, but much of it 
marshy, and sixty miles of our route 
was over a road the building of which 
had bankrupted one English company. 
The last fifteen miles was through the 
bush, or jungle, and, though we were 
following a trail, we were compelled to 
cut away the timber and impenetrable 
tangle of tropical vines and other veg- 
étation that obstructed our course.

Bleily Takes Funds of the

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9%.—The 
Barbers’ Union is in financial trouble 
again, through the maladministration 
of its financial secretary.

This sum—so great that it is difficult 
and well-nigh impossible w appreciate 
its infictence—if used to pay rent for 
homes built by union labor and in pur- 
chasing the necessities of life; that 
were manufactured or procured by or- 
ganized workmen, would soon work a 
revolution in every industry in the 
land.

WHY POETRY IS NOT POPULAR. 

Probably no publisher in England is better fitted to 
speak on the market for poetry than Mr. John Lane, 
and if we may credit an interview with that gentleman 
reported in the London Daily News, the position of po- 
ets is deplorable indeed. A portion of the interview we 
quote as follows: 

“Never in the course of my experience of publishing,” 
said Mr. John Lane, “has the demand for poetry been 
so small as it is now; yet never, I believe, has the gen- 
eral average of poetry been-so high. I have seen no 
more striking change in the book world than that in- 
volved in the fading popularity of poetry. I would say. 
that a complete revolution has taken place in the last 
dozen years.” 

“And you think that ten or a dozen years ago modern 
pottry was not flouted as it is now?” 

“Very much the contrary. It had not then become 
fashionable to say that England was artistically dead, 
and it was possible to publish far more volumes of po- 
etry, each of which had a far better chance of being 
read.

A Bone of Contention. 


These rich fishing grounds, yielding annually their 
millions of wealth, have been a bone of contention for 
. Bmgland, France and the United States since 1713. 
‘Treaty after treaty has been framed to adjust the differ- 
ences of the disputants, but it seems to be a quarrel with- 
out an end. From the earlier days the French have held 
rights in these waters. At one time they operated as 
high as 240 stations, and sent fully 15,000 men across the 
Atiantic each season. However, the volume of their | 
traffic has dwindled until there are only sixteen stations | | 
‘remaining, and less than 400 fishermen in the zone, All} 
this refers to the west coast of Newfoundland, which is 
known as the French shore, and hax nothing to do with 
the Grand Banks which is an entirely different matter. 
A treaty was made in April of this year and ratified in 
November, in which the French gave up their rights 
along the west shore in exchange for some British terri- 
tory in West Africa. 


Trouble for Uncle Sam. 


' Having finally succeeded in clearing their shore waters 
of the French, the Newfoundlandera now expect to turn 
their attention to the Americans. They want to make 
a better bargain with Uncle Sam. The present status is

have the right to fish on the Grand Banks, but all of 
them are barred from catching bait in the shore waters 
of New Foundland.

“fisherman's luck,” as well as a closed market for Yankee 
products. As the trade runs from year to year we sell 
the islanders $3,000,000 worth of stuff and buy from

Birds and Their Ways. 


STUDIFS AMONG THE FEATHERED 
FOLK OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


By a Special Contributor. 
 IX.—CEDAR WAXWING. 


T comes with its comrade robins, this beautifu) bird, 
with other winter tourists. You see them all to- 
gether in large flocks, often in-the same pepper 
after the selfsame little red berries; always-on friendly 
terms, the robins with their happy no‘es so familiar, the 
waxwings with their constant chatier. They beiong \o 
the same familyas our phainopeplas or black mockers 
It is by reason of their constant conversation to them- 
selves and to society at large that these birds are some- 
the name of chatterers. They are so 


pelt you with the seeds 


outmost stems, and hold on beneath a twig, head dowa, 


their saucy crests lifting in pure enjoyment of li 
good things to eat. When they are done with 
per tree off they fly to some naked walnut 
which has shed its foliage, there to sit for an hour and 
chatter and pelt anyone beneath with pepper stones. 1 
have known a flock of waxwings to cover the ground 
with these red seeds in a little while. We owe to these 
and other seed-cating birds the resetting of our moun- 


‘tain forests with natural growth, the cedars and junipers, 


and mountain ash, and mistietoe. It is good to rémem- 


on which hang many a holiday cluster on purpose (with 
us at least) for the birds. The waxwings begin at one 
end of the row and proceed it down, flying up and 
catching the drooping tips of the twigs and bearing them 
to the ground. When they have taken the fruit they re- 
lease the twig and watch it spring back and waver in its 
old place, chattering meanwhile about this “glorious 
California climate that ripens berries all winter.” 

Often they accept sweet preserves which we place in 
their favorite haunts. As often also do they take the 
scale insects and bark lice and the elm leaf beetles, and 
other native bandits which the California farmer re- 
joices to be well rid of. Oh, the waxwings are indeed 


| among our most desirable winter tourists, and no hand 


should be lifted to molest them. 

Why are these birds called waxwings? Find out for 
yourselyes, boys and girls, by close watching and keen 
observation—but here is a hint. The little shining drops 
of wax at the cnd of the wing quills, and sometimes of 
the tail quills, are their own distinctive markings.. No- 


body knows for what purpose they exist unless it be for 


ornament alone. i 
In England. the Bohemian waxwings have the waxea 
‘Ups dependent in place of an elongation of the quiil 
spine, so that as the bird files or shakes itself with chat- 
tering, the ornaments swing and rattle like some of the 
jet trimmings which used to adorn women’s dresses. 

_, After spending the winter south, the waxwings fly

back to the.north, where they nest with the 
cool, moist, high places, in trees or bushes. People who 
have visited their nesting sites tell us these birds

from most others in that during incubation and while 


the young are in the nésts the parents are silent. Ne 


love song tells a stranger where their nestlings may be. 
found; but softly and noiseleasly do they flit in and out- 


pf the foliage. They are said to be affectionate and true 
as,.mates, loving each other to such a degree that either 
prefers imprisonment with its mate to Mberty by Itself. 


I am glad to give you these two photographs of the 


cedar waxwings without their appearing to be captives. 
They are resting upon the hand, of their own free wil!. 
Save for the depressed crest and the general air of one 
not feeling quite sure of its surroundings they are as 
natural as when in a pepper tree. The appearance of 
fear is caused by the presence of the big camera which 
is being pushed nearer to them for the correct focus. 


These birds were picked up from the ground where they 


had fallen limp and 
telephone wire. 
When one finds birds apparently dead, yet still warm. 
beneath the wires, one should treat then’ exactly as ong 
would a human subject. Warm them, and place them 
on the sde that they may fecover breath. . These birds 
recovered for us and were placed for several days in our 


unconscious from flying against 


bird hospital until they becanie strong. For'some days — 


they were weak and dazed. Receiving only kind trvat- 
ment and many gentile words of assurance from the hos- 
pital force, they became tame and returned trust for 
hospital fees. After photographing them we allowed 


} them to fly away with the next flock of waxwings that 


came to the pepper tree. i 

‘Note the velvety stripe along the forehead and through 
the eye, and the tips of the wing ornaments! The tail 
feathers in these are yellow at the extreme edge, mak- 
ing a strike contrast for the dark tail quills. 

I do not know what laws exist now in England. pro- 
tecting the waxwings there, but in the days 6f Wood 
they were shot by whole flocks for the table, the season 
when they were fat with much seed eating. _ 

Wood describes them as coming in ‘flocks of many 
thousands and chattering in the trees as happy-go-lucky 
as if there were no enemies in great numbers to molest 
them.
